The heart enlarges quickly with th 


practice of hospitality. The sympathie 
run and take root from point to point 
each root throwing up leaves and bear 
ing flowers and fruit like strawberry 
vines If they are only allowed to di 
so. 


It is only sympathies and strawber 


ries that are cultivated in hills which 
do otherwise. The human face Is 
thing which should be able to bring 
the heart into blossom with a moment's 
shining, aud will be such with you i; 
you will meet it properly. 


Tlie penalties of family isolation wil 


not, unhappily, fall entirely upon your 
selves. 
They will be visited with 


double force upon your children. Chil 
drcii reared in the home with few or 
no associations will grow up eithei 
boorish or sensitively timid. 


It is a cruel wrong to children to rear 


them without bringing them into con 
tinned contact with polite social life 
The ordeal through which children 
thus reared are obliged to pass in gain 
ing the case and assurance which wii: 
make them at home elsewhere than un- 
der the paternal roof is one of the 
severest, while those who are constant- 
ly accustomed to a social life from 
their yonth are educated in all its 
forms and graces without knowing it. 


Great multitudes of men aad women 


all over the country are now living se- 
cluded from social contact simply from 
their sensitive consciousness of igno- 
rance of the forms of graceful inter- 
course. 


They feel that they cannot break 


through their reserve. There is, doubt- 
less, much that is morbid in this fcel- 
iug, and yet it is mainly natural. From 
all this mortification and this depriva- 
tion every soul might have been saved 
by education in a homo where social 
life was properly lived. It Is cruel to 
deny to children the opportunity not 
only to become accustomed from their 
first consciousness to the forms of so- 
ciety, but to enjoy its influence upon 
their developing life. 


Society is food to children. 
Contact 


with other minds is the means by 
which they are oducated, and the dif- 
ference in families of children will 
show at once to the accustomed aye the 
different social character of their par- 
ents. But I have no space to follow 
this subject further, and I leave it 
with you, with the earnest wish that 
you will consider it and profit by the 
suggestions I have given you.—"Tim- 
othy Titcomb's Letters" in Boston 
Globe. 


Politeness Pays. 


Virtue is not to be measured by os 


teutatlous giving. There is frequently 
more real love for humanity in the soul 
of the man who removes the banana 
skin from the pavement than in the 
heart of the donor of the memorial 
window in the church.

It TVni T-i Remote TimcN I'sca In 


IU UjCioiiN Ceremonies. 


It •tvould ix1 curious to know what 


mystic iiipniima our forefathers at- 
tncliod to tlie simple net of combing 
the hail1. \Vc lo.ini from olJ church 
records that tl.o hiiir of the priest or 
bishop was combej «o\ ural limes dur- 
ing son ices by one of the inferior cler- 
gy, but what biicli a queer proceeding 
signilied no out- knows. The comb 13 
also uieniioned as one ol1 the imple- 
ments used during lush mass, but only 
when sung by a bishop. Mass combs 
of the precious metals are still reckon- 
ed as the most valuable possessions of 
some European churches, though they 
are of no use in modern ceremonies. 
Besides the i;0id and silver combs, the 
poorer climvhes hail them of Ivory, 
iron, horn and even wood. Combs espe- 
cially known to antiquarians are those 
of St. Xeot, St. llunstan aud St Mai- 
rU'hi.is. That formerly belonging to St. 
Thomas. ti:o martyr of Canterbury, is 


l kept in the church at Thetford; 


that of St. CtitLbort, "111" woman liat- 
r," at Durham cathedral. 
From sundry references in old leg- 


ends to tlic use of the comb in divina- 
tions aud from its appearance in com- 
binations with pagan emblems onrude- 
y sculptured stones in many of the old 
countries, it seems probable that It 
was a widely known pagan device and 
one that was highly venerated.—Lon- 
don Standard.
